Should a man occupying the 
dignified position of nominee of 
great party for President of the 
United States take the stump? 
That depends altogether on the 
ability of the nominee to advocate 
and defend the principles of his 
party, aud his physical qualifica- 
tions to endure the strain of trav- 
el and loss of rest. Much depends, 
too, on the candidate having the 
right side at issue. 

It is for the managers of the Re- 
publican party to say if their 
nominal leader is equipped for an 
aggressive personal campaign. 
Have they a cause justifying the 
appearance of the President of the 
United States before the people ? 
They must be the judges. Shall 
their nominee be excused from 
further productions after the men- 
tal struggle incident to the writ- 
ing of a lettle of acceptance seven" 
columns long, composed in a large 
part by the department clerks? 
Shall the rest of the campaign be 
merely a matter of finance? 
Would the people be satisfied with 
a candidate for the Presidency go- 
ing about the country making ex- 
actly the same speech, in words as 
topics, every afternoon 
and evening, for a fortnight ? It 
better to make an audacious de- 
fense of a weak position, or trust 
ample campaign fund to 
take the place of persuasiou ? 

These are questions which the 
directors of the Administration's 
fortunes must decide for them- 
selves. 

On the Democratic side there is 
) longer the shadow of a doubt 
as to the right course to pursue. 
The more there is of Mr. Bryan in 
the campaign the better for the 
Democratic party, the better for 
independent voters aud the 
better for the country. The Kan- 
sas City Convention adopted a 
splendid platform, and the candi- 
dates placed upon it have been 
true as steel to the principles 
therein proclaimed. Mr. Bryan 
has made a wonderful, winning 
campaign.

Outr 
puts have been curtailed 2,500,000 tons, 
and labor will suffer accordingly. 
The rail mill, billet mill and furnaces 
composing the plant of the Lorain 
Steel company, at Lorain, Ohio, have 
closed down. 

The Clinton Cotton Mills, of Clinton, 
La., have ceased operation, and the 
output throughout the state has been 
curtailed, 

All over the country the railroads re- 
port decreased earnings. This shows 
more plainly than anything else that 
the tide of the prosperity is on the ebb. 

The St. Paul, the Rock Island and 
the Burlington showed a decrease of 
*50,000 in net earnings for the month. 
The Louisville & Nashville earnings 
decreased $131,521 and the Southern 
Pacific $107,720.

A few days after landing Herera set 
up agwvcruLiuit and. proclaimed him- 
self Governor of Texas and Galveston 
1 After some time there he and 
en sailed away to light Spain, 
and (lie famous buccaneer, Lafittc, 
poasaatiua of the harbor. He 
built a town there, and called it Cam- 
peachy. It ; ss:iid that during his pal- 
mly days as buccaneer there were 1,000 
n his following and the town 
prospered on the plunder of his fleet of 
free-booting vessels. 
United States war vessels finally cap- 
ired the town and put an end to pi- 
racy in the Gulf of Mexico, and the 
town began to develop the legitimate 
enterprises of a seaport.

litical parties. The greatest ques- 
tion now before tho American peo- 
ple is that of expansion. The 
Democratic platform discounten- 
ances tho acquisition of territory 
rt- mote countries a->d the subju- 
gation and enslavement of mill- 
ions of people. The Democratic 
nominee does not dodge the ifaue 
but comes squarely out and out- 
lines his course if elected. On the 
other hand, the Republican plat- 
form is ambiguous, and its nomi- 
nee has dodged from one position 
to another and the people of the 
country do not know what courBe 
he would pursue should he b< 
elected. One thing wo do know 
and that ia that he has pursued a 
vacillating course and no man 
state what is his real intention as 
regards to the Philippines. The 
American people are the arbitors 
of their foreign complications and 
the entire settlement depeudi 
whom they choose for President in 
November. To continue McKiu- 
ley in power means to continue a 
war of conquest : It means the es- 
tablishment of a European Coloni- 
al system; the creation of an im- 
mense standing army: that the 
weaker nations must fear where 
our Hag floats. Already there are 
05,000 soldiers in the Phillippinei 
and yet the war proceeds. This if 
but the first step towards the cre- 
ation of an immense army that 
will bo forced into existence just 
as certain as this government con- 
tinues its present course. No well 
informed man can doubt the c 
rectness of this statement, foi 
is a historical fact that every I 
tion that conquers and subjugates 
a people by the power of the sword 
can only retain control by the pow- 
er of a standing army sufficiently 
strong to overthrow rebellions. 
The permanent retention of the 
Philippines can only be accom- 
plished by military power for 
people have ever become the friends 
of their conquerors and robbers. 
Do the people of this country want 
this government to launch out on 
such a policy? Do they believe it 
would redound to the interests of 
succeeding generations? Do they 
believe it would be in keeping with 
our past and the spirit of our con- 
stitution? Do they believe that 
this government has any moral or 
legal right to the ownership of 
those Islands and their inhabi- 
tants? Not by any meauB. Th 
people of tho entire country knoi 
that our purchased title came from 
Spain and that Spain had no tif 
to that country by reason of the 
success of the rebellion aided by 
American Troops and Marines. 

right because they had never 
sought alliance but freedom- 
dependence. They further know 
that McKiuley 's course is a Bad d< 
parture from American policy 
which has ever been commend 
to liberty loving people through- 
out the world ; that it is the great- 
est mistake of a century of nation- 
al life of stupendous growth, and 
that it may be a most fatal leap 
iuto the untried future. The moat 
sanguine expansionist cannot come 
with arguments clear from doubts 
as to the advisability of auch a 
cause, but they say the pace has 
been set, we must go tho gait ; the 
flag has been hoisted, it must not 
be lowered and various, other state- 
ments of a similar nature, all ap- 
pealing to pride and the desire to 
raise the military splendor of ou: 
Government. The other side of 
the epiestion is presented in that 
candid open and positive mai 
backed by the consciousness of 
knowing that we are not drifting 
upon untried Boas whose rocks 
may wreck our own ship of atate 
or whose tempestuous billows may 
prove a Waterloo to our peace and 
prosperity. Theauti expansionist 
has the achievements of a century, 
recorded in history, to back his 
contentions against the seizure and 
control of remote territory and 
foreign people. He has the con- 
stitution, the platform of our Re- 
public, on his side. Ho baa the 
many failures of Empires and 
Kingdoms in tho administration 
of colonial govern uient. He has 
tb* protests of over nation or peo- 
ple subjected to carpet bag govern- 
ment from ancient Empires to the 
present. He hag the ever living 
consciouaneas of knowing that he 
is not anbverting the God given 
rights of others : That just gov- 
ernments derive their power from 
the consent of the governed. He 
knows that tho greed of American 
capitalist' circumscribes the globe 



and not ouly seoks a fair profit but 
absolute political aud manual ser- 
vitude. There ia not a donbt in 

tho mind of any man but onr coun- 
try waa in a hotter condition prior 
to its foreign entanglements ; that 
it waa in the line of national thrift 
and progress and going a gait suf- 
ficiently fast, and that it had prof- 
steariug clear of outside 
i. Since McKiuley has 
power the scene has shift- 
have changed and 
Imperialistic Byatein standi 
glaring and snarling in the face of 
a peaceful and happy Republic. A 
continuance of thia policy ia meet- 
ing the atern opposition of many 
of the ablest Republicans. Men 
hose love of country transcends 
that of party, but there is anoth- 
er class of men who though seeing 
the danger, allow their party al- 
force them to support 
this policy, trusting that ■01110- 
thiug may happen to produce a 
change aud drive McKiuley from 
the reef of America's woe. Then 
again there is that great mass, the 
power of all parties, unversed in 
the real nature, the enormity and 
the far reaching effect of such a 
policy, ib as usual, loyal to their 
uomiueeB, true to thier party and 
conscious of their own good faith 
will do all they can for its success. 
But the brilliant and penetrating 
light of reason is rapidly discover- 
ing the danger that threatens to 
engulf this nation and as a result 
the tide has turned from the ten- 
dency of Imperialism to him who 
leads the cause of true Americau- 
iam. It is hoped, aud we believe, 
that this country may be saved 
from binding the galling yoke of 
slavery upon the helpless mill 
of our fellow beings iu the Islands 
of a district land, and that a true 
and just recognition o f right 
may prevail. "Man's inhumani- 
ty to man, makes countless mill 
ions mourn"— and ill gotten gains 
soon pass or linger to curse the 
possessor. Voters study thia great 
question.

Former Governor Jjhn 1*. Alttreld 
warns the Democratic National Com- 
mittees to watch the count of ballots 
next November. He declares Republi 
cans are depending on fraud aud crime 
at the polls to carry the election and 
for that purpose have raised t2A,000,r~ 
from trusts. Democratic manage 
however, do not take kindly to the 
scheme. But they say they will keep 
better watch this year than tt 
1896. 

Mr. Altgeld made a statement, part 
of which follows: 

"In 1888 Cleveland carried Kentucky 
by about $43,000 majority. In 1896 Mr. 
Bryan gets about 43,000 more votes 
than had been cast for Cleveland, so 
he evidently carried the State in the 
neighborhood of 80,000 votes. Yet it 
was counted for McKinley. This was 
accomplished by means of false returns 
and wholesale frauds committed in 
Louisville and in the mountain dis- 
tricts which were Republican. 

"Careful examination of the returns 
from* Ohio in 1896 showed there were 
from 50,000 to 70,000 fraudulent votes 
counted. In Indiana there were be- 
tween 30,000 and 40,000 more votes re- 
turned than were legally cast. In Ill- 
inois every method of fraud was prac- 
ticed that was known to man.
